ARE NOW BEING STUDIED 


W ashington, Dec. 2 ( ^ — Gov ­ 
ernor Pau l V. McNu tt hop ed to 
learn tod ay w heth er he m u st call 
a sp ecial legislativ e session to 
rev ise Ind iana’s old age p ension 
laws. 
The social secu rity board was 
on th e list of agencies th e tall 
gray -h aired gov ernor intend ed 
to v isit as p art of a trip here for 
a “general checking u p .” 
He hop ed to find ou t w hether 
th e state’s laws wou ld hav e to be 
rev ised before it becomes eligi­ 
ble for fed eral old age p ensions 
benefits. 
The gov ernor also sou ght a d is­ 
cu ssion with Harry L. Hop kins 
on th e works p rogress p rogram. 
He said , howev er, th a t Ind iana 
is in “v ery good cond ition” con­ 
cerning its WPA p rogram and 
th a t he h ad no new p rojects to 
broach. 
The gov ernor said th e old age 
q u estion was th e p rincip al object 
of his v isit. The Ind iana law 
d iffers in two im p ortant resp ects 
from th e fed eral law, first in th a t 
th e fed eral act p rov id es a sy stem 
of ap p eals on th e am ou nt to be 
p aid a p ensioner while th e state 
law d oes not, and th en second ly 
in th a t th e state statu te req u ires 
15 y ears resid ence and th e fed ­ 
eral law only fiv e. 
An ou tline of th e Ind iana law 
has been before th e social secu r­ 
ity board for stu d y for some 
time. 
A sp ecial session of th e state 
legislatu re to make am end m ents 
to conform with th e fed eral act 
was in p rosp ect in th e ev ent th e 
board ru led Ind iana’s law wou ld 
not q u alify th e state.

NEUTRALITY POLICY OF FUTURE 


W ashington, Dec. 2 (ZP)—'What 
p rice, in d ollars and cents, is 
America willing to p ay to stay 
ou t of th e wars of th e fu tu re? 
This is one of th e many q u es­ 
tions confronting ex p erts as th e 
d ay d raws close when congress 
will tu rn nex t m onth to d ebate 
a p erm anent neu trality p olicy . 
On th e basis of statisticians’ 
figu res, th e cost on an attem p t 
to rem ain neu tral m igh t range 
any where from noth ing to bil­ 
lions, d ep end ing on th e ty p e of 
p olicy ad op ted and th e scop e of 
th e war th e cou ntry tried to 
shu n. These figu res are based on 
th e trad e which wou ld be lost if 
th e United States cu rbed or sh u t 
off ex p orts to belligerents. 
Some ad v ocates of strict neu ­ 


trality say th a t m onetary costs 
shou ld not be consid ered ; th a t 
p eace a t any p rice is cheap er 
th an war. Others wou ld lay d own 
a p olicy d esigned to keep u s ou t 
of war y et d eal as soft a blow as 
p ossible to th e cou ntry ’s econo­ 
my . 
Three broad p rop osals for a 
p erm anent p olicy hav e been ad ­ 
v anced . 
Some p eace ad v ocates wou ld 
cu t off all trad e with all belli­ 
gerents, or all trad e with a g g res­ 
so rs. 
Members of th e senate m u ni­ 
tions committee wou ld embargo 
all trad e in m u nitions or essen­ 
tial war m aterials, bu t p erm it 
norm al trad e in oth er commod i­ 
ties. 


The ad m inistration seems to 
some observ ers to be head ed to­ 
ward a p olicy of embargoing 
m u nitions p rop er, bu t ap p ly ing 
q u otas on war m aterials to lim­ 
it ex p orts to normal. 
Su p p ose anoth er world war 
shou ld break ou t, inv olv ing th e 
same nations th a t were in th e 
last one? How wou ld th e v ariou s 
p lans affect American trad e? 
Und er th e first, th e great bu lk 
of all American foreign trad e 
wou ld be sacrificed . In th e so 
called norm al y ear of 19 26 th is 
am ou nted to $4,8 08 ,000,000, or IO 
p er cent of th e cou ntry ’s total 
p rod u ction 
of mov able good s. 
Last y ear total ex p orts were 
abou t $2,200,000,000. 
The second p lan, if confined to 


th e commod ities on which th e 
ad m inistration is now centering 
attention, 
wou ld 
cu t 
norm al 
trad e ap p rox im ately a billion 
d ollars in a y ear su ch as 19 26 . 
Bu t if it inclu d ed cotton, th e to­ 
tal wou ld be close to $2,000,000,- 
000 . 
Und er th e th ird p olicy th e cost 
wou ld be little.
